He was accompanied by the 
wild cheers of the crowd who could 
hear and see the next place man 
coming up through the trees. By then 
the temperature was all of 85-90 de- 
grees and other riders were quitting,

Although drawing a comparatively 
poor crowd, the indoor short track at 
Long Beach Arena last Saturday nite 
had its usual spectacle of thrills, 
spills and good half-time entertain- 
ment, plus new track records in each 
Main Event.

It looks as though the new South 
Gate track will be finished and avail- 
able for the first practice session 
this Thursday. The new one-eighth 
mile course really is shaping up fine 
and has been laid out more in a trad- 
itional race track shape with long 
Straightaways and tight corners. The 
banking on the course has been flat- 
tened down to where it looks as if it 
has a 1 - 2% pitch which should add 
a great deal to the show. We look 
forward to a good season at South Gate 
this year. 

We were very pleased and honored 
to have Major Goode from the F.I.M. 
in Los Angeles on Thursday and 
Friday of last week. Major Goode 
spent approximately four hours on 
on Friday at the Riverside race track 
and generally felt the track was suit- 
able for a world’s championship event. 
He stated the course was more like a 
true European road race course than 
Daytona, which is merely a large 
oval made into a road race course by 
using the access roads in the infield.

miles from the pits he looked back 
to see if he could see DickS dust, 
and he did an endo to top them all.

Packing

135 miles southeast of Los An- 
miles to the sleepy town of Julian — 
a trip into yesterday. 


After plotting our route carefully on 
our trusty road map, I packed my com- 
pact, comb and lipstick in a small purse 
(one that fits easily into a zippered 
pocket of my jacket), buckled my hel- 
met and climbed onto the back of our 
Yamaha YDS-3 behind my husband Don, 
and we were off. 

From our home in La Puente, we 
traveled east on Valley Boulevard to 
Pomona where we turned south on State 
Route 71, passing through farm lands 
green with grains and smelling of new- 
mown hay, and pastures dotted with 
herds of dairy cattle and horses. 

Eighteen miles south of Pomona we 
entered Corona. It was now about 9:00 
a.m. so we decided to stop for breakfast. 
After a leisurely meal we continued our 
journey southward, covering the 25 
miles to Elsinore in about the same 
number of minutes. A brief stop for gas 
in Elsinore then on with the trip. 

We left the main highway and took 
old Route 71 through orange groves that 
greeted you with the forgotten fragrance 
of orange blossoms so sweet you could 
almost taste the honey. The old high- 
wayis a good black-topped road passing 
through such communities as Sedco 
Hills, Wildomar and Murietta, re-entering 
the main highway just before you reach 
Temecula, where we took a coffee 
break. 

Seventeen miles south of Temecula 
the road forks. Route 71 goes left to 
the south. Taking Route 79, we began 
our climb into the mountains, going 
about 30 miles before reaching our next 
rest point -- Mission Santa Ysabel. 

A tourof the mission grounds showed 
aportion ofthe brick floor of the original 
Mission, the old well, and of course, 
the lovely Mission which is small but 
beautiful in its simplicity. A talk with 
the Mission priest revealed the story 
of a legendary five million dollars in 
treasure that lies buried within sight of 
the old mission.

TECHNICAL TIP 


As soon as you take delivery of your 
brand new motorcycle, check the tight- 
ness of all nuts and bolts and especially 
the small screws holding switches, tail- 
light lens and tank medallions. These 
are often left loose by set-up mechanics 
and can fall off in the first few miles.

A cooling drink from the soda pop 
dispenser and ‘we resumed our journey, 
passing through the little town of Santa 
Ysabel and over the seven miles which 
brought us to our destination -- Julian. 

A visit to Julian is like stepping 
into the past. The sleepy town lies at 
4,220 feet above sea level, surrounded 
by pine-covered hills. The area has 
four seasons, with plenty of snow in the 
winter, and grows some of the finest 
apples anywhere. It is a small town with 
one main street, only a few blocks long. 
The residents are warm and friendly to 
the motorcyclist, a trait which we found 
welcome. 

A walk along the main street takes 
one from the Museum at one end of town 
past lovely little shops and stores, a 
quiet cafe (one of four), antique and 
curio shops, a drug store witha real old- 
fashioned soda fountain and a feed 
store, to an art gallery and bottle shop 
at the other end of town. Everywhere you 
look there are lilacs. The peacefulness 
and beauty alonemake the trip worthwhile. 

We walked back to one of the little 
cafes and enjoyed a fried chicken 
dinner, which was a specialty of the 
house, topping it off with a big slice of 
apple pie (made from Julian apples, of 
course) -- all for a very reasonable 
price. And then it was time to start 
homeward. 

Leaving Julian, we retraced our 
route to Santa Ysabel, there taking 
State Route 78 west toward Escondido. 
passing en route a herd of long-horned 
cattle. Of the 32 miles from Santa Ysabel 
to Escondido, there were some miles of 
patched concrete highway which were 
very rough (and uncomfortable), but we 
found a divided highway from Escondido 
to Oceanside where we picked us U.S. 
101 north. We followed 101 and the 
Santa Ana Freeway backto Los Angeles, 
arriving home about 7:00. 

Our day had been 12 hours long, we 
had covered almost 300 miles and spent 
$3.00 for gas, bought one quart of oil and 
enjoyed every minute of a wonderful 
trip. Our total cash output, including 
meals and refreshments, was $10.00 
and our stock of memories had been 
added to considerably. This was a one 
day trip we could honestly recommend 
to everyone -- and we do.

He came 
right back the next night to upset pre- 
viously undefeated Eddie Mulder in the 
short track final. Eddie made only one 
mistake and that was all Haaby needed 
to add to his two heat wins, a semi win 
and the dash victory. 

In Haaby, Gary Bray has perhaps the 
best all-around rider going in competi- 
tion today. Dan has only now to win a 
half-mile feature and he will be the first 
ever to win a TT, a short track and a 
half-mile all in one season. It should be 
just a matter of time before he rings the 
bell at Ascot on the oval. 


Short Track Changes 


Look for many changes in the short 
track program when it resumes next No- 
vember. The boys from Trojan Enter- 
prises have learned a lot in the five 
races run and say that such things as a 
separate novice show, a longer track 
with square corners, and a handicap 
system for the top riders are just a few 
of the improvements and changes that 
will take place when indoor racing re- 
sumes orce again.
